© bliſhed, that his ſacred Royal and moſt Chriſtian Ma- 
© jefty, by the 6th Article of the Preliminaries, with re-

Predeceflors, Cardinals and Prime Miniſters of France, 
is endeayouring to extend ſtil} farther the Power of the 
Crown; and for that Purpoſe, to take away from all 
Communities, civil and religious, the Immunities/ and 
Privileges they enjoy by the ancient Cuſtoms and Con- 
ſtitutions of that Country; being I ſuppoſe convinced, 
no Immunity or Privilege enjoyed by a Subject can be 

conſiſtent with an abſolute Monatchy* Nay, no Pro- 
perty can be conſiſtent with any perfect Government of 
that kind; and therefore, the Turis are certainly in the 
Right, who allow of no Property either in Lands or Goods, 
but what depends upon the arbitrary Will of the Sultan ;

Rector. In the Nomination of 'theſe Intrants, none of 
the Fellows are allowed by the Conſtitutions to have a 
Vote, if they be ſuch as are under thirty Years of Age; 
but as this Conftitation was at this Time inconſiſtent

Turks, Whilſt the Armies were in Winter Quarters ; Germans and 
both Sides were making continual Incurſions, and ſome vrt. 


Skirmiſhes happened, a few of the moſt remarkable of 
which I ſhall give an Account of. Towards the End 
of December 1738, a Detachment of 500 Huſſars, of the 
Garriſon of Herman/tad in Tranſilvania, made an In- 
curſion into Moldavia, where they plundered and burnt 
ſeveral Villages, and returned fafe with a, Booty, com- 

uted to amount to the Value of 20,000 Crowns. This 
Succeſs encouraged another Party of Huſſars of the ſame 
Garriſon, conſiſting of 400 Men, to get Leave to make 


another Incurſion, ſoon after the former, in which they 


were ſo ſucceſsful, and got ſuch a conſiderable Booty, 


that when they divided it at their Return, the Share of 


each Man was reckoned worth near 100 Dutats. To 
balance this, a Detachment of Turkiſh Troops, being 
joined by a large Gang of Vagabonds, made an In- 


curſion, about the ſame Time, into the Bannat of 77 | 


meſwar, where they plundered more than 40 Villages, 
and returned with their Booty to Lagos ; and a Detach- 
ment of the Garriſon of Belgrade, conſiſting of 130 men, 
having been ſent out to forage, had the Misfortune to fall 
into an Ambuſh, and were entirely cut off. A numerous 
Party of Vagabonds having for ſome Time infeſted the 
Bannat of T emeſwar, General Lentulus marched out in 
Fanuary laſt, with a Detachment of regular Troops in 
. queſt of them; and Juckily 3 to come up with 
them near Carenſebes. Though they amounted to near 
1200, he immediately attacked them, and obtained a 
compleat Victory; for as they had no Place of Safety to 
retreat to, they were moſtly either killed or taken 
Priſoners, whereupon moſt of thoſe in that Bannat who, 
for the Sake of Plunder, had joined with the Turks againſt 

the Emperor, ſued for Pardon, and ſubmitted, "after 


having 
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having given a great Number of Hoſtages, as a Security 
for their future good Behaviour. But as this Detachment 
was returning, its Rearguard, conſiſting of 300 Huſſars, 
was attacked by a Body of 3000 Turks and Wallachians : 
The * ſtood the Attack bravely for ſome Time, 
but at laſt were obliged to yield to Numbers, and betake 
themſelves to Flight, leaving 50 of their Number dead 
upon the Spot, beſides ſeveral wounded and taken Pri- 
ſoners. However by the reſolute Stand they made, they 
gave the main Body an Opportunity to retire to Temſtar, 
with the Priſoners they had taken, and the Booty they 
had recovered from the Rebels; and upon their retiring 
the Turks burnt he" wa pa one of the largeſt Towns 
in the Bannat, maſſacred many of the Inhabitants, and 

carried the reſt into Slavery. On the 7th of March, a 
large Detachment of T xr+s ſurpriſed the Poſt of Havala, 
where there is a Silver Mine, about three Leagues from 
Belgrade ; the ſmall Garriſon that was there, conſiſting 
only of 20 Men, made a gallant Defence for ſome 
Time ; but were at laſt overpowered by Numbers, and 
obliged” to betake themſelves to flight. But of all the 
Skirmiſhes that happened before Armies took the 
Field, the moſt conſiderable was that which happened 
in the Country of Kutſchay, The Inhabitants. of that 
Country having, at the beginning of the War, with- 
drawn their Allegiance from the Turi, and put them- 
felves under the Protection of the Emperor, the Baſhaw 
of Per/ty was in March laft ſent with a Body of 6000 
Men to chaſtiſe that People. As they were informed of 
his March, this brave People, without the Aſſiſtance of 
any regular Troops, took up Arms in their own De- 
fence, and planted - themſelves in Ambuſh among the 
Defiles of their Mountains: The Baſhaw not expecting 
to meet with Oppoſition, marched rafhly on, and fell 
into this Ambuſh ; by which his Army was immediately 
put into the utmoſt. Confuſion, and the Baſhaw and 
maſt of the Troops he had along with him, were cut to 
Pieces, before they could recover, or put themſelves into 
any Order, at which the Twkih Troops are not very 
expert, . becauſe of the bad Diſcipline they generally have 
among them ; for the great Advantage of good Diſcipline 
is, that ſuch Troops are not 6. to be ſeized with a 
Pannick, and may alter their Order, or recover from

© found that the greateſt Part of their Forces had al- 
<- ready paſſed: the Morava. The Turks attacked his 
© Detathment no leſs than three times ſueceſſively, and 
Sobliged it to give Way; when the General retreated in 
a good Order as poffible to the Camp, and made his 
© Report to the Count de Wallis. In this Skirmiſh there 
were but turelve Men killed and twenty wounded on the 
part of the Imperialiſts. As the Enemy's Flotills was

de Suchow, Commandant of Belgrade, to ſend us in 
Writing their Sentiments upon what related to the

© Full Powers which Count Wallis had delegated to him, 
© had, in entering upon the Negotiation, at firſt offered 
© the Turks to reſtore to them the City of Belgrade de-

between the Muſcouites and Turks, as heing the — — 
moſt material Tranſaction in which the Empire of defeated. 

Ruſſia was concerned, during the Year 1739. Towards 
the End of the preceding Year, Count Munich had 
brought his Army back to their Winter Quarters in the 
Ukrain, and. would probably have: gone immediately to 
the Court at Peterſburgh, if he had not heard, that the 
Tartars deſigned an Incurſion into that Province. This 
made him ſtay there till after the Beginning of laft 
Year, in order to give proper Directions, and to take 
proper Meaſures for repelling their Attack. According 
to the Information that had been given him, the 
Tartars did aſſemble in a great Body, ſoon after the- 
beginning of laſt Year, and endeavoured to have exe- 
cuted their Deſign, but were repulſed by the Ruffian- 
Troops upon that Frontier, in the Manner mentioned 
in the following Account of this Affair, which was 
publiſhed at Muſcow by Authority, viz. 

On the 14th: of Feb. O. 8. Major General Bach- 
* matow being inform'd that two Parties of Tartars 
© appeared on the other Side of the Nieper, between 
* Potock and Kremenzuch, he took the neceſſary Mea- 
* ſures to give them' a warm Reception'; ſo that early

The 

firſt conſiſted of - thoſe that were attached to the new 
Miniſters, who were ſuppoſed to be entirely in the Inte- 

reſt of France, and were therefore called Hats, becauſe 

the French Nation generally wear Hats ; the ſecond were 

the King's Party, his Majeſty having been againſtchang-

The Diet was, according to the Conſtitution of that 
Kingdom, to aſſemble again of Courſe in the Month of 


October 1742; but as the King and Senate may call a 


Diet whenever they think fit; and as the Face of Af- 
fairs in Sweden had been very much altered by the 
Peace between Ruſſia and the Porte, a Motion was 
made in the Senate in December laſt, to have a new 
Diet called to meet in the Spring, which Motion was 
for three Days long and warmly debated in the Senate ; 
but at laſt, upon the 8th of that Month, the Queſtion 
was Carried in the Negative; which was a Matter of 
Triumph to the Hats, who at that Time oppoſed the 
Motion with all their might. 

A Treaty with Sweden having been for ſome Time 


the Treaty was concluded and ratified about the Begin- 
ning of laſt Year, Count de Toſſin having upon the 23d 
of January acquainted the Diet, that his moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty's Ratification was juft arrived. In purſuance of 
this Treaty it was, that the little French Squadron, I 
have before mentioned“ was ſent into the Ballicł. 


This Squadron arrived at Stockholm upon the 11th of 


Faly, and faluted the Caſtle with fifteen Guns, which 


was returned with the like Number from the Caſtle ; 


and as it was that Day expected, a great Number of 
the Nobility, and a vaſt Crowd of People, went down 
to ſee it come in. Next Morning the Marquis d*Antin, 
the French Admiral, and the other Officers of that 
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adron, came aſhore, and were introduced to their 
Swediſh Majeſties, by whom they were moſt kindly re- 
ceived, and they were afterwards moſt magnificently 
entertained at Dinner. This Squadron remained in the 
Port at Stockholm till the firſt of Auguſl, when it ſet ſail 
and returned to France; during all which Time there 
were great Feaſtings and Entertainments eithet on board 
the Squadron, or at the Palaces. of his Majeſty and his 
Miniſters aſhore 5 and when the Admiral took his 
Leave upon the 3oth of July, his Swedyb Majeſty pre- 
ſented him with a Sword ſet with Diamonds, of the 
Value of gooo Crowns.

Courtiers and Minifters in all abſolute Go- 
vernments are fond of Monopolies and excluſive Com- 

panies; becauſe they can ſqueeze more Money from ſuch 

than they can do from private Men, and it always introduces 

a ſort of Stock jobbing, which is a Game by which Minifters 

will always be able to make great, though unfair Ad- 

vantages. But it is certain, and Experience has in many 

Caſes ſhewn, that a Monopoly, or excluſive Company, 

can-never carry on and preſerve any Trade, in which it is 

em for private Men, either Natives or Foreigners, to 

me their Rivals; and the Reaſon is very plain, becauſe 

no Company can carry on a Trade at ſo ſmall an Expence 

as private Traders may, nor will a Company carry it 
on at fo ſmall a Profit as private Men uſually do.

remony. As ſoon as the Chiaux red, carrying in 
his right Hand raiſed as high as his Ear, the Seal with 


which all Acts ſigned by the Grand Signior are ſealed, 


the Prime Vizir and other Miniſters of the Porte, and 
alſo the Ambaſlador, roſe from their Seats, out of Re- 
ſpect to the Grand Signior's Seal. Then the Chiaus- 
Bacchi preſented the Seal to the Prime-Vizir, who, after 
making his Obeiſance to it, by firſt putting it to his 
Forehead, and then upon his Head, delivered it to the 
Reys-Effendi, that he might therewith ſeal the Ratif- 
cation of the Treaty of Belgrade, which had been before 
ſigned by the Grand Signior. 

The Ratification being thus ſealed, the Reys-Effend 
delivered the Seal to the Chiaux-Bacchi, who pretented 
it again to the Prime Vizir, and he making his Obei- 
ſance to it as before, delivered it back to the Chiaur- 


Bacchi, who made likewiſe his Obeiſance to it, by 


putting it firſt to his Forehead, and then upon his Head; 
after which he put it into his Boſom, the whole Company 
ſtill ſtanding. The Reys-Effend: them delivered the 
Ratification ſigned and - ſealed as above to the Prime 
Vizir, and he and the French Ambaſſador making each 
one Step towards the other, at the ſame Inſtant, de- 
livered reciprocally to each other the Ratifications, that

The Exchange of the Ratifications being thus made, 
the Ambaſſador and the Prime Miniſters of the Porte 
ſat down again in their Places; and after the mutual 
Compliments of Congratulation upon the Concluſion of 
the Peace between the two Empires, the Prime Vizir 
preſented to the Ambaſſador a Cloak or Veſtment of the 
fineſt Sable, the Outſide being a Tiſſue vaſtly rich in 
Gold and Silver; which was a moſt extraordinary Ho- 
nour, becauſe it was ſuch @ Preſent as is made by the 
Grand Signior to the Prime Vizir only. The Ambaſ- 
ſador's Son was preſented with a Cloak of Ermine; and 
above 100 Caftans were diſtributed among the Gentle- 
men of the Ambaſſador's Retinue, moſt of whom had 
likewiſe fine Handkerchiefs given to them. Whilſt 
theſe . Preſents were diſtributing, there was a general 
Salvo of the Cannon of the Gallies, the Arſenal, the 
Seraglio, and of Top- Hana; and then the Ambaſſador 
having taken Leave of the Prime Vizir, was conducted 
back to his Palace with the fame Pomp, and in the ſame 
Order, in which he went to the Arſenal, being mount- 
ed upon a beautiful Horſe, richly harnefled, which the 
Prime Vizir had preſented to him; where he no ſooner 
urived, than the Officers of the Arſenal brought him 
two and thirty German Slaves, whom the Grand Signior 
had ordered to be. ſet at Liberty. 
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Towards the End of the Year 1738, a folemn Am- Ambaſy 
baſly arrived at Cenſtantinople from Per/ia ; and the Am- from Pera. 


baſſadors, as ſoon as they arrived, demanded an imme- 
diate Audience of the Grand Signior, which the Prime 
Vizir at firſt refuſed, until they had, as uſual, opened 
their Commiſſion to him, and he had communicated 
the fame to his Sublime Highneſs ; but the Ambaſſadors 
declared, they had Orders inſtantly to return home, 
unleſs they were admitted to an immediate Audience; 
whereupon it was reſolved, that for this once the Punc- 
tilio ſhould be diſpenſed with, and they admitted to an 
immediate Audience, which was accordingly done. 
Next Day after their Audience, a Guard of Famzaries 
was put upon their Houſe, and no Perſon allowed ta 
ſpeak with them, without a Permiſſion from the Court ; 
which was a new Way of treating Amballdaors at the 
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Ottoman Porte, and was ſuppoſed to proceed from the 
haughty Demands they had made; but more probably 
it proceeded from the Turkiſh Ambaſſadors having been 
treated in that Manner the Year before at 1/pahan;

* At Break of Day, the Commandant of the Rebels,

© Men were encamped two Leagues from us, when Cou- 
$ riers came to Town with News that the Rebels 


- 5 again appeared in Sight. There needed nothing more 
to caſt a freſh Terror over the whole Town, and a- 


© mong the above Militia, who abandoning their Tents 
and Baggage, ſcampered with all the Legs they had to 
© take Shelter under our Cannon, But next Day the 
© Turks being informed that it was a falſe Alarm, re- 
© turned ta their Camp, and impaled ſome of the Boors 
© alive who had begun & plunder their Baggage. The 
Camp being afterwards reinforced by freſh Troops 
© and Artillery, they marched to fight the Rebels, and 
© the Detachment which had put us into ſuch a Cons 
© ſternation, and which had made a Halt, for the Sake 
© of Plunder, in the Neighbourhood of Epheſus, was 
© overtaken, attacked, and defeated ; and ſeveral Sacks, 
© filled with the Heads of thoſe People, were brought 
* hither, and ſent to Con/lantineple as Trophies of their 
Victory. | 


Upon this Defeat the Rebels betook themſelves to the 
Mountains, and left the Low Country in Quiet for ſome 
Time; but this Quiet did not laſt long, for Sare-Bey- 
Oglu having found means to get great Numbers of Men 
to join him, ſo as at laſt to gather together an Army 
of 20000 Men, he iſſued forth from his ftrong Holds in 
the Mountains, and began to ravage the neighbouring 
Provinces as much as before, The two Baſhaws, whom 
the Porte had ſent againſt him, being informed of theſe 
Ravages, and of his Numbers, they recalled the ſeveral 


Detachments they had ſent out, and intrenched their 


little Army upon an advantageous Ground near Smyrna. 
But notwithſtanding their advantageous Situation and 
ſtrong Intrenchments, Sare-Bey-Oglu attacked them in 
their Camp, in November 1738, with ſo much Vigour 
and Conduct, that, after a bloody Battle, he put them 
to the Rout, and obtained a complete Victory. Upon 
the News of this Defeat, the Porte was ſo much alarm- 
ed, that the Kaimatan. was ordered immediately to re- 


pair to Natelia, and to aſſemble in 4fa a ſufficient 
Number of regular T'roops for reprefling this Rebellion, 


which 
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| which was now become formidable; and for this Pur- 


poſe the Grand Signior honoured him with the Titles of 
Seraskier and Baſhaw of Hidin. 

Accordingly he departed from Conſtantinople on the 
4th of December following, and immediately aſſembled 
a great Army of regular 'T roops and Militia, with which 
he marched againſt the Rebels. As for the Particulars 
of his Expedition, they were reported ſo varioufly, that 
I ſhall not pretend to give an Account of them; but one 
Thing I may fay, becauſe it is highly probable, which 
is, that his Succeſs was made eaſy and ſecure by the 


Diſſentions that happened among the Rebels themſelves, 


which is a Misfortune that generally attends Rebellions 
in all Countries, and which made this end, as moſt 
rs do, in the Deſtruction of thoſe: concerned in it;

Terrors which Sare- Bey, Oglu had thrown them into, __ 
when they ſuffered ' à new Misfortune, which terrified 
them more than the former. On the. 5th of April, a- 
bout half an Hour paſt- four in the Morning, a moſt 
violent Earthquake began, which overturned many 
Mosks, Houſes and Caravans, and buried a great Num- 
ber of People under the Ruins; and even in thoſe Houſes 
which ſtood the. firſt Shock, the People were fo fright- 
ned, that moſt of them ran out naked, to fave them- 
ſelves either on the Shore or in the Country: When the 
violent Shocks were. over, . the People returned to their 
Habitations, but they, found many of them reduced to 
a Heap of Ruins; ſo. that many of the Inhabitants of 
that City were forced to live in Tents in the Fields, till 
their Houſes | were , rebuilt. or repaired. The Street of

Government, refuſed to give Bail for his good Be- 
haviour, and upon its being inſiſted on by the Secretary 
of State, brought his Habeas Corpus before the Lord 
Chief Juſtice Raymond, who, upon hearing the Caſe 


argued by Counſel, decided in his Favour, and _— 
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of Bail for his Appearance only. He likewiſe mentions 
the Caſe of Mr. Amburſt, who, ſeveral Years after, viz. 
in 1737, had a Warrant iſſued out againſt him, on Suſ- 
picion of having wrote what was ſuſpected to be a.

Mr. Anburſt was remanded back to Cuſtody, and having 
next Day brought his Habzas Corpus, he was then ſet at 
Liberty by Conſent, and without giving any Bail, till

However, though he adviſed us not to join in 
War, nor to give the Enperer, our Ally, any

© a new Scene for Negotiation. We made ſome new 
© Freaties, granted a new Subfidy to the Danes, and, 
© in ConjunAtion with our good Allies, the Dutch, 
* concerted a Plan of Peace, for which the Powers 
then at War ſhewed the utmoſt Regard, as appeared 
© from: the private Treaty ſoon after concluded between 
the Emperor and France; for though, by that Treaty, 
* the French got Lorrain to themſelves, contrary to their 
* expreſs Declaration at the Beginning of the War, 
yet they did not take fo much from the * 5 
1 | ta 
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* Italy as Spain and Sardihia had a Mind they ſhould 
At the ſame Time we were not idle at Home; we 
© increaſed our Army, and, to the great Encouragement 
of our Seamen, fitted out a Squadron, which obliged 


us to contract ſome new Debts; and as theſe warlike 


© Preparations happened juſt about the Time of chuſing 
© a'new Parliament, they had certainly a good Effet 
upon our Elections. | | 


Hie then conſiders the Condition this Nation was in 


after the War, and adds, Negotiation therefore ſeemed 


to be the only Means we had left for doing ourſelves 
< Juſtice, or rather for obtaining ſuch Reparation and 
Security as France and Spain might deign to grant us. 
This was the very Condition which, I muſt ſuppoſe, 
my Patron had fo long laboured to bring us into; for 
as a War againſt France was contrary to what I have 
* ſuppoſed to be his 'Syſtem of Politicks, nothing can 
* manifeſt the Wiſdom and Policy of his ConduCt more 
than it's being impoſſible for Us to hope for Succeſs 
from any War, in which France might poſſibly be a 
Party againſt Us. Whether this be now our Caſe, I 
* ſhall leave to the Patriots to determine; but if it is, 
they muſt acknowledge the Wiſdom and Steadineſs of 
© him they have ſo often charged with Blundering and 
< Wavering; and I muft acknowledge that, in this 
< particular, he owes his Succeſs chiefly to the Officers 
© of our Army, who upon all Occaſions have been ready 
« fo ove of his Pacifick Meaſures. However, I 


© would not have theſe Gentlemen think, he is greatly 


© indebted to them for this Piece of Service; for as they 
are ſecure of being continued in Commiſſion, and—ir 
© full Pay, as long as he can have any Influence upon our 
* Councils, no Sort of Men in the Kingdom are more 
* particularly intereſted in preventing a War, than thoſe 
* Gentlemen who have good. Commiſſions in our Army, 
and who by the Help of an old Serjeant and a good 
< Dancing-Maſter, and by proper Services, in their 
© Civil Capacity, may hope to arrive at the highe/? Military 
* Preferments, without having ever once experienced the 
* Fatigues or the Dangers of War.' | 
Laſtly, he conſiders the Convention, and anſwers the 
Objections made to it. To thoſe that found fault with 


accepting of 95000, in lieu of all former . 
| | 0 
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he anſwers thus: Now in Anſwer to this I ſhall admit, 
© that 95000 l. will be far from ſatisfying all the Loſſes 
© our Merchants have ſuffered by the Spaniſh *Depre- 
© dations; but this was all we could get by peaceable 
© Means, and will any one ſay, we ought to have in- 
© yolved the Nation in a War that might have coſt - 
© God knows how many Millions, for the' Sake of a 
© few Hundred Thouſand Pounds due to our Merchants? 
© Whatever other Gentlemen may think, I am ſure 
* my Patron has always been too careful of the 
© publick Money, and too ſhy of loading the People 
© with Taxes and penal Laws, to think in ſuch a 
© Manner. | 
I ſhall likewiſe grant, that it would have been as 
© proper to have left the adjuſting this Balance to our 
© Plenipotentiaries, and perhaps more proper, than to 
© have left to them the adjuſting any of thoſe other 
© Pretenfions ſet up by Spain againſt us; but thoſe who 
© do not know the Advantage of having 95000 l. 
© to divide among a great Number of needy Merchants, 
can have no Pretence to any Knowledge in modern 
* Politicks, This Advantage my Patron well knows 
©from long Experience: He knows that the Diſtri- 
© bution of this Sum may have a good Effect in making 
© our Merchants ſubmit to future Loſſes with a 
© becoming Patience and Humility ; and therefore, 
© according to his wonted Prudence, he adviſed making 
© ſure of this Sum, as a neceſſary Preliminary to our 
© future Treaty; for as the Treaty, notwithſtanding 
© the Time prefixed by this Convention, may be ſome 
© Tears before it is concluded, it was extremely proper 
to have ſuch a Sum as this at the beginning; and 
© when the Spaniards have taken 4, or 500000 l. 
more from our Merchants, we may then be able to 
prevail with them, to agree to a new Convention, and 
to give us 950001. more, for a new general Releaſe. 
To thoſe therefore that underſtand any Thing of Re- 
© finement in Politicks, this muſt appear to be a moſt 
artful Improvement upon the Treaty of Seville; for 
if we had, by that Treaty, got a fipulated Sum by 
Way of Reparation of Damages, our Commiſſaries, 
© named in Purſuance of that Treaty, would have met 
vith the ſame Succeſs they afterwards met with J and 
8 We 
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© we may aſſure our ſelves, that the Sum flipulated by 
© this Convention will no Way obſtruct the Succeſs of 
© the moſt honourable Gentlemen named therein as 
© our future Plenipotentiaries, who, by their Birth, 
* muſt command Reſpect even from the haughty 
© Spaniard ; and. their former Negotiations ſhew, that 
© their Qualifications are ſuch as muſt redound to the 
Advantage and Honour of their native Country.” 

And as to the Objection of our baving ſubmitted our 


moſt valuable and undoubted Rights to be diſcuſſed and 


regulated by Plenipotentiaries, be anſwers as follows, 
wiz. But theſe Critical Gentlemen forget, that every 
< one of theſe Rights was conteſted before the 'T reaty 
of Seville, and yet they were all left, by that Treaty, 
< to be diſcuſſed by Commiſſaries; ſo that in this Caſe 
© we. have done no more than what was done by the 
Freaty of Seville; and could we follow a better Pattern 
© than” that of ſo. advantageous and ſo honourable a 
* Treaty? In this Caſe likewiſe, my moſt excellent 
Patron, (for I muſt aſcribe the Invention to him, or 


© to a near Friend of his) out of the Profoundneſs of his 


© Knowledge in Political Things and Political Names, 
© has made a moſt ingenious Improvement upon the 


© Treaty of Seville ; for every Man muſt allow, it is 


more honourable, to have our undoubted Rights treat- 


| © ed of, and made doubtful, by Plenipotentiaries, than 


by ſimple Commiſſaries; eſpecially when Gentlemen 
© of ſuch high Birth and eſtabliſhed Characters are 
© appointed our Plenipotentiaries,” | 
And he concludes thus; There are many o 


Objections made to this Convention; but as it would | 


© be tedious to give every one of them a particular 
< Anſwer, I {hall make one general Anſwer for all, 
< which-is, That if we had declared War, or commit- 
© ted Hoſtilities, againſt Spain, France would perhaps 
© have taken ſhare in the Quatrel; and as the engaging 
in any War in which France may poſſibly be a Party 
< againſt Us, is inconſiſtent with my Patron's Political 
« Maxims, therefore it would have been inconſiſtent 
with the Uniformity of his Conduct, to have adviſed 


s, upon any Account, or for any Conſideration, to 


have declared War, or commenced Hoſtilities, againſt 


© Spain; and as our People here at home __ 
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© have been ſatisfied without ſome ſort of Treaty or 
other, therefore he was obliged to adviſe Us to accept 
of ſuch a Treaty as we could get.“ *

The Author's Introduction being long, I ſhall give 
only the firſt Part of it, which is in theſe words: The 
Endeavours that have been uſed to inflame the People 
* into an high Diſlike of the preſent Meaſures, are fo 
* flagrant, are ſo full of an incendiary Spirit, have fo 
* manifeſt a Tendency to Sedition and Rebellion, and 
© are in every View fo very criminal, and fo big with 
© Miſchief, that an honeſt Man, who means nothi 
* but the publick Good, the Honour of the King, 
* the Intereſt of his Country, can't think of them 
* without the greateſt Indignation, This has induced 
© me to enter impartially into a particular Diſcuffion of 
* the preſent Meaſures, to undeceive thoſe who are 
* deſirous of the beſt Information they can get, in 
Matters relating to the Publick, and to recover the 
Well meaning from the Infatuation great Numbers 
* have been deluded into. LETT 
The two Points he conſiders are: | 
© Firft, Whether the Advice of the two Houſes of 
* Parliament to the Crown was right. And, next, 
Whether the Miniſters have ated in Purſuance of, 
* and Conformity to this Advice. . 
After ſhewing that the Advice of Parliament was, to 
obtain Sati faction and Security, if poſſible, in an 
amicable Way, he proceeds thus, But not to retrench 
* myſelf, under the mere Authority of Parliament, and 
reſt in Prejudices in Favour of it, however reaſonable, 
© let us enter into the Merits of the Cauſe; and conſider 
diſtinctly whether this really was right Advice, or not, 
To judge of this, we muſt take this along with us, 
* That the Event of War in general is always uncertain ; 
* and if ſo, we muſt conſider not only what * 
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© the Conſequence of a ſucceſsful War, with which ws 
are very apt to flatter ourſelves ; but likewiſe what 
© would be the probable Iſſue of an unſucceſsful one,

© a great Fight at Sea, are very different Things from 
Battles fought over a Diſh of Tea, or a Glaſs of Wine, 
© asall know who are in the leaſt acquainted with Hiftory,

© firſt Thing to be conſider'd, the Uncertainty of War, 
© when once begun,” . | 5 
Then he tells us, That of all wars, a War with 
Spain is moſt diſadvantageous to the Britiſb Nation, 
becauſe it deprives us of our moſt valuable Commerce, 
as, he ſays, our Trade with Spain is confeſſed to be; 


and next he ſays, © A War is more than ordinarily 


diſadvantageous at preſent, conſidering the Situation 
of Affairs in Europe, and that of our Natural Allies. 
This he endeavours to prove, by ſhewing the weak 
Condition of the Emperor and the Dutch, and concludes 
this Paragraph thus: If therefore we go into a War, 
© we go alone, and without the Aſſiſtance of our Allies; 
© for theſe are the only two of any Conſequence, A 
© to the Northern Crowns, France has already bought 
© one, by large annual Subſidies, and is in Treaty with 
the other. And if it were not ſo, what is it we could 
© expect from them, but to be furniſhed with Men, if 
© we can find Money?“ | 85 

He then conſiders the preſent Condition of Spain 
in theſe Words: But is it ſo with Spain? Are they 


without Allies alſo? Are we ſure France will not 


© afhſt Spain, when a_Branch of the Houſe of Bourbn 
© is upon the Spaniſb Throne? Was not the ſtrong 
*. Apprehenſion that we and all Eurepe had of this, the 
« great Reaſon of the Grand Alliance, to prevent the 
5 Union of theſe two. Crowns in one and the ſame Fa- 
© mily? And has any Thing happened fiace to leſſen 
© theſe Apprehenſions or to ſhew they were ill found- 
© ed? Is not a double Match between the two Crowns 
© every Day. talked of as a Thing done? And. is it any 
extraordinary Suppoſition, to ſuppoſe ſuch Matches 
_ © would be attended with an offenſive and defenſive Al- 
Lance, if there be not one already? Would not Fran: 
* 1 l 
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abe #4 of an Opportunity to reconcile itſelf to the 
© Court of Spain; and make it ſome amends for the 
© Chagrin they have given it by their late Treaty with 
„the Emperor? And for purchaſing to themſelves Lo- 
© rain at the Expence of Tuſcany, and the other Italian 
© Dominions, which thereby are given away from Spain ? 
© Suppoſe-then we could in other Reſpects make War 
© with Spain upon an equal Foot, are we alone a Match 
for France and Spain both? They that think fo, 
* ſhew themſelves to be extremely ignorant in the Hi- 
* ſtory of the two great Wars we have been engaged in 
© fince the Revolution, Ts it not then highly reaſon- 
„able, is it not abſolutely neceſſary we ſhould be ſure, 
© France will not take Part againſt us, before we enter 
into a War with Spain? But-that is what we are ſo 
© far from being ſure of, that I think, I may fay, 
we are morally ſure of the contrary, from a Cont, 
* deration of the mutual Intereſts of the two Crowns, 
© which is the only firm Cement of all Alliances : It 
* was not for nothing, it was not for a mere Point of 
Honour, it was to promote the laſting Intereſts of 
© France, that they were at ſo vaſt an Expence to ſettle 
* Philip on the Throne of Spain. 

He next ſhews the Miſtake of ſuppoſing, T hat France 
will not engage in a new War, while the Cardinal 
lives; but ſuppoſe, ſays he, That France, as well as 
the reſt of Zurope, will look on, and leave England 
and Spain, like too ſingle Combatants, to ſtand alone, 
and fight it out between themſelves,” Upon this Sup- 
poſition he endeavours to ſhew, that we could not at- 
ack Spain in Europe, either by Sea or Land, with any 
Proſpect of Advantage; but that Spain might attack us, 
and engage us in the worſt of Wars, a War among 
* ourſelves in ſupport of the Pretender 
- After this he examines what might be done in the 
Nah. Indies, which he begins thus: Let us now ſee, 
if the Matter would be at all mended by carrying the 
War into the i- Indies. What is it we could do 
there? Could we get any Settlement there from the 
* Spaniards? And if we could; do we deſire it? I do 
not know we do; but if we did, it is forbidden Fruit;

© like Children. 'Fhis ſuppoſes ſuch Care and Virtue, 
© and Self-denial in Seamen, and ſuch a Complaiſance 
© towards: us, and ſuch an Indifference in the French 
© and other Nations for their own Properties, as is not 
© to be expected. The Treaſure will be embezzebd; 
© and if it were not, it would be impoſſible to perſuade 
© the Parties concerned, that no Injury was done them; 
© and their reſpective Shares, after all, could not with- 
out the greateſt Difficulty be aſcertained.“ 

To which he adds: Suppoſe us now for one Year 
© to have made War with no better Succeſs, or to no 
© better Effect, than I have here repreſented, what ſhall 
© we do the next? Shall we have any Stomach to go 
on another Year ? Is there any better Proſpect of Suc- 
* ceſs? Shall we have any new Reſources to carry an 
the War with more Vigour i Whence- muſt they 
© come? A great Expence has been incurred, the Mer- 
© chants have ſuffered extremely, by many .Captures, by 
© bigh Inſurances, and the Expence for Conyoys ; the 
- © Revenue in the mean time is greatly leſſened, the In- 
© terett on Loans riſes, and the Expence of the War in 
© every Article by that means encreaſgd, while our 
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0 Abilitics every Day grow lefs; and there is riot the 
£ leaſt Proſpect of carrying on the War a ſecond Year 
f with more Advantage than the firft, I am apt to 
© think, thoſe deluded Citizens who are now ſo hot for 
4 War, would be amongſt the forwardeſt to cry out 
F againſt it, and would be very copious in ſetting forth 
$ the Miſchief of an ineffectual and yet ruinous Wat, 
+ and be very impatient for a Peace upon almoſt any 
© Terms. Certainly, when we have for two or three

© The firſt of theſe Points is finally ſettled and ad- 
+ juſted by a Convention, which has been laid before the 
© two Houſes, But the Gentlemen in the Oppoſition 
© were not pleaſed to wait to ſee what it was before 
© they paſſed a Judgment upon it; they pronounced it 
© a damned Treaty, before they certainly knew any 
© one Article of it. A Behaviour 838 dutiful and 
decent no doubt. To judge of the Satisfaction to the 
Merchants ſtipulated in this Convention, we muſt re- 
© member, that the Spaniards have Demands upon us,

6 But if this be ſo, on making up Accompts on both 
© Sides, nothing can be due from Spain to England, 
© hut what upon the Balance appears to be the Diffe- 
© rence-between them; and as this Sum is ſpecified in the 
© Convention now . made, and a ſhort Term fixed for 
© the Payment in Money here in Landon, there is no 
© poſſible Room for Complaint on this Head, or for ſay- 
© ing the Miniſters have not clearly purſued the Advice

As to the other Point, ſays he, the future Security 
© of our Trade and Navigation in the American Seas,

© tification of the Convention, and are limited to the

© pired; can any: Body ſay that all the juſt Demands of 
* Great Britain will not be complied with, and ſettled 
to our Satisfaction? I ſay / Demands, becauſe ſome 
People are taught to think they ought to have every 
Thing complied with they think fit to ask; they 
* fancy Things are in the State they were at the Trea- 
ty of Utrecht, that Spain lies at our Feet, and muſt 
* refuſe nothing that we can think will be further ad- 
* vantageous to our Trade. But this is a Part Mini- 
* ters even at that Time did not think fit to take, 
* when Spain was in its loweſt State, viz. at the End of 
* the laſt War; they were ſa tender of new Demands, 
* or of asking any Conceſſions even then, that could be 
thought extraordinary and exorbitant, that they gave 
* up our molt valuable Privileges of Trade, (which

Did our Miniſters a& thus in theſe p 
s Circumftances of Affairs at the End of a' molt glorious 
War; and is it now expected that Spi ſhould grant 
Things that were not asked then? Oan any Man of 
© Underſtanding have the Face to = and inſiſt on this? 
a © I ſhould be amazed to ſee this. No, it is impoſſfible. 
* What we complain of is the Infraction of Treaties, 
© and all we can juftly demand is, that thoſe Rights 
© ſhould be ſecured to us, which by our Treaties we 

are entitled to,” n | 

And he concludes his Pamphlet with this P 

wiz. * As far 2s yet appears, the Miniſters have con- 
formed to the Advice of Parliament; they have tried 
© the friendly Way of Treaty firſt. They have abtain- 
© ed Acknowledgment of the paſt Injuries ſuffered by 
* our Merchants, with Reparation to them: They have 
© obtained a Stipulation, that all Cauſes df Complaint 
© ſhall be remoyed for the future : And they have laid a; 
good a Foundation for ſettling that Security by Tre- 
ty and according to Treaties without a War, as could 
© be reaſonably. expected ſrom a War. And if they can Wi d
